Council Gives First Reading 
to $30,000 By-Law Which 
Provides For Improvement 
In Water System 


A special meeting of the town 
eduncil was held in the council cham- 
ber last Saturday for the purpose of 
discussing the present water system 
and considering the advisability of 
making some improvements at the 
pumping station so as to be in a bet- 
ter position to cope with the growing 
demand both for domestic and indus- 
trial purposes, 

During the discussion it was 
brought out that owing to the increase 
in the volume of water required at the 
different industries now in operation 
it would only be a matter of timé till 
the present epuipment would be in- 
adaquate to supply the demand. 

As the question of. water supply is 
a very important one in a town of 
Redcliff’s manufacturing possibilities, 
the council was unanimous in the opin- 
ion that steps should be taken immed- 
Aately to get things in shape so as to 
be in a position to make the necessary 
improvements when the time came. 

A bylaw was, therefore, introduced 
and given its first reading. The by- 
lay provides for the. raising of $30,- 
000.00 by the issue of debentures, the 
same to be used for alterations in the 
present pumping station and the in- 
stallation of adaquate machinery. It 
also provides for some changes in the 
water mains and other itéms which it 
is considered will greatly improve the 
system, ; Ppa 

This bylay will be submitted to the 
utilities commission for their appro- 
val, after which it will’ be submitted 
to the burgesses to be ‘voted on.

Grain For Seed 


The Department of Agriculture 


wishes to urge upon the farmers of 
the province tle necessity of testing 
seed grain for germination. 
at the figures from the different seed 
testing laboratories in the province 
where farmers’ seed is being tested, 
js convincing proof of thts necessity, 
Numbers which germinate, in the case 
of oats as low as 17 per cent, in wheat 
25 per cent, and in barley 30 per cent, 
The appearance of a sample of oats is 
no guide as its germinating power. 
Oats, which will weigh up. to 
pounds per bushel and 
fectly bright and plump, 
minate very low. The external ap- 
pearance of wheat and barley is a bet- 
ter indication, but should not be relied 
upon,

1,500,000 pounds of wool marketed 
and graded last year, there will be 
1,950,000 pounds this season. At an 
average price of 40 cents per pound, 
this will mean that the province will 
receive $780,000 for its wool crop. 
Added to this, the gain from mutton 
will make for producers of sheep 
great profits this year, In the Pinch- 
er Creek and Lethbridge districts the 
crop will be fully 60 per cent greater, 
In the latter district there were, last 
year, 84,000 'fleeces, This year there 
will be 155,000, :

Russia. Gives Home | 
Rule to Finland 


‘The Dageris Nyheter’s correspond- 


sian government are visiting a!l the 
towns in Finland appointing new of- 
ficials and putting the new order of 
things intojeffect. In each town mass 
meetings are held at which the com- 
missioners explain the’ objects: and 
purposes of the new government. 
‘Although the provisional cabinet 
has decided on no definite policy to- 
ward Finlang, it is accepted through- 
out the country that home rule will be 
granted as soon as circumstances al- 
low. 

Commissions similar to those oper- 
ating in Finland are being rapidly ap- 
pointed for all the towns in Russia 
and the organization of the new gov- 
ernment is being carried on, the paper 
says, swiftly and efficiently. 


Russian Government 
Makes Good Start 


One of the first measures of the new 
Russian government was the naming 
of a commission to regulate prices, 
After considering ‘all possibilities, in- 
cluding the cost of production, the 
commission has announced an approx- 
imate scale which consumers might 
reasonably be asked to pay. 

The prices in this seale are from 20 
to 50 per cént lower than those form- 
erly deterntined. Among other things 
determined upon was the organization 
and conservation ‘of supplies. 

It is formally announced that in the 
near future bread, butter, eggs, milk, 
flour, meal and forage will be placed 
under government control. This step 
is planned not. because of a shortage, 
but as a precaution against exploita- 
tion, The only commodity formerly 
regulated by ticket was sugar,

‘The imperial government has 
made it known to the Canadian 
authorities that they are anx- 
ious to have an adaquate supply 
of wheat guaranteed for the 
coming year. Canada is consi(- 
wed in the best position} geo- 
graphically, to provide this 
wlieat, as it is much nearer than 
either Argentine. of Australia 
and consequently would require 
less shipping tonnage to trans- 
port. After a conference with 
the British government, the 
Canadian minister of commerce 
proposed that the Dominion g v- 
ernment should take over the 
entire surplus of the 1917. crop. 
at a fixed price of $1.30 a bushe! 
in store at Fort. William on sa 
basis of No. 1 northern. This 
proposition was referred to the 
conference of the Caadian coun- 
cil of agriculture at their an- 
nual convention in Regina last 
week. The matter was tho- 
oughly gone into and the con- 
ference finally decided that, ow- 
ing to the high cost of produc- 
tion, the price offered was no. 
enough. They suggested that 
the price be a minimum of $1.50 
and a maximum of $1.90,

On the northwesterly shore of Lake 
Ontario, between the bustling cities 
of Toronto and fHamilton, but well 
away from either, stands the little 
old village of Bronte. It boasts’ itself 


to be the best harbor on that part of 
the’ coast, for nature has parttally 
protected it from the fury of the 
spring tempests by a long point jut- 
ting into the. lake a mile or so to 
the eastward and by a nearer saiu- 
bar, and man bas done his best to 
improve the haven by defending tt 
with two long lines of wharf, or 
breakwater, by frequent dredging of 
ite river's mouth, and by erecting on 
the eastern plier a sturdy little light- 
house to make unmistakable the way 
for incoming craft. 

Its irregular lines of buildings are 
chiefly of the frame’’ variety; and 
the most imposing érection om ite 
short, one-sided main street is not a 
grey old church, but a grist mill. 
This, however, ia of quite respectaSle 
antiquity for our -mew country, for 
hic’ on its tall chimney is the date, 
1858. As to its oarly history—-it wis 
not till 1820 thet the site of the ‘Ll- 
lage was opened to the settlement of 
white men, and that the Mississauga. 
Indians relinquished their exclusive 
right of fishing in the Twelve Mile 
Creek. 

Within an old man’s memory, 
Bronte bas suffered mercilessly from 
the moods of the lake. In a plan of 
the town bearing date 1834 there is 
traced a thoroughfare «alled by the 
ominous name of Ontario street, for 
the lake has claimed its own, and 
Ontario street "> now engulfed in its 
restless waters. Once, it is teld;-the

One cake compressed yeast, 1 1-2 
quarts lukewarm water, 2 tablespoons 
eugar, 4 1-2 quarts sifted flour, 2 table- 


spoons lard or butter, melted, 1 table-| less to-day. 


spoon salt. Dissolve the yeast and 
water, and add 1 1-2 quarts of sifted 
flour, or sufficient to make an ordinary 
sponge. Beat well. Cover and set 
aside to rise for about 1 1-2 hours in a 
warm place. 

When well-risen add the pint of 


‘ukewarm water, lard or butter, the 


remainder of the flour, or enough to 
make a moderately firm dough, and 
the salt. Knead thoroughiy; place in 
yang bowl. Cover and let rise 
1 1-2 to 2 hours. When light, 
mould into loaves and place in well- 
geoseed baking pans, cover and let 
See again for about one hour, When 
Mght bake 40 to 50 minutes, reducing 
the heat of oven after first 10 minutes. 
This recipe makes four large loaves. 
The whole process takes from 6 1-2 
to 6 hours, and: if followed closely, 
will produce excellent results. If 
richer loaf is desired, use milk in 
place of all or part of ‘the water.

pr Preserving Angle Wort Worms in ‘the. Die 
tricte Where They are Scarce 
Campers desiring a sure supply of 
angleworms for fishing will find the 
bait cache shown in the sketch con- 
| venient and practical. A box about 1% 
in, long and 19 in. square on the end, 
is sunk into the ground in a shady 
place, and all the,bait dug by the 
campers on their arrival is placed 
into it. The soil used to fill the box 


should be rich, black loam, quite 
| moist but not wet enough to be sticky. 
| A few inches of thé top of the box 
left unfilled and a double layer of 
green sod is fitted over it, as shown in 
the sectional view at the right. The | 
upper sod is arranged level with the | 
surface of the ground and should be 
cut carefully so that it will not be ob- | 
served by prowlers. If the region | 
where fishing is to be done is such | 
that angleworms cannot be obtained 
easily, it is best to dig them before | 
starting for the camp. The bait cache 
;May then be made as a convenient 
' place in which to keep the bait in good 
condition -for fishing.—Popular Me- 
chanics.

He told me the names of all 
the officers of the firm, and what they 
did, the names of all the heads of the 
departments I would come in contact 
with, the names of the other people 
here in the ‘office, the names of the 
leading houses we ‘did business with, 
and gave me a good, general idea 
of the work of the whole office, and:

Then he took me around 
and introduced me to maty of the 
people, The result was that I quick- 


ly got my bearings, felt at hothé from 
the first, and ‘soon séttled down to 
hard work. In my previous position 
with another firm my experience was 
different. There were no introduc-
